COREA’S KING IN QUEST OF A BRIDE. 


Until He Decides No Young Girl in the 
, Country Can Wed. 

San Francisco, Cal:, Nov. 21.—The steam- 
er Rio de Janeiro arrived today from Yoko- 
hama and Hongkong. No confirmation 
could be obtained of the stories brought to 
Victoria by the steamer Empress of China 
that the Queen of Corea had béen burned in 
oil. The Japan Mail under date of Nov. 5 
says: 

“Before the coup d'état took place in the 
Queen of Corea was secretly maturing a 
political scheme involving the mufder of 
not less than 120 persons of the opposite far- 
tion. A list of the intended victims had 
been drawn up. After the wholesale mas- 
sacre of her opponents it was her purpose to 
rejeet Japanese friendly assistance and ih- 
voke that of Russia. The discovery of this 
scheme led Tai Won. Kun and his followers 
to take a sudden and decisive step to pre- 
vent the intended revolution being carried 
out. 

“The Corean -Minister of the Household 
has fssued & proclamation announcing the 


intended selection of a new consort for the 


King. According to a time-honored custom 
the issue of this proclamation has the effect 
of prohibiting for the time being the mar- 
riage of all giris between 13 and 17 through- 
out the country. Thirty or forty girls are to 
be nominated, and from among them will be 
first selected three, and on one of the three 
the final choice will fall. 


War Talk in the Orient. 

“Oriental papers do not seem to be set- 
tled on the question of possible conflict be- 
tween Kussia and England. There is some 
pretty serious war talk in some, while others 
scout the idea of the trouble. - However, 
a letter from a correspondent in Viadivos- 
tock reports that the Russian military au- 
thorities have constructed no less than 
twelve forts there since August last. These 
are so far imperfect and only suitable for 
purposes of temporary defense, but as a 
large number.of Chinese are now employed 
in completing the work in two or three years 
time the forts will become strong permanent 
defenses. At the present time there are fif- 
teen vessels of war belonging to Russia on 
the Pacifié station, all of which have been 
painted gray and are in-readiness for ac- 
tion.“ 


PROTEST. AGAINST THE OUTRAGES, 


Enthusiastic Aremenian Meeting I 
: Held in New York. 

New York, Nov. 21.—A large audience as- 
sembled at Chickering. Halil tonight at the 
call of the Aménian Relief Association to 
protest against Turkish barbarities and to 
appeal to the powers to protect Christians 
and Armenians in Turkey. 

President Seth Low of Columbia College 
presided and made a short. address. The 
Rev. Father Ducey made a speech, and Var- 
lan Dillogan, an Armenian Christian who 
escaped the massacres of last summer, re- 
lated his experience. | 

The following resolutions were adopted: 

That in our opinion the Sultan of Turkey has 
forfeited all right to rule over the Armenian 


people 
That we respectfully urge pur government to 
make every possible effort to induce the gévéern- 


ments of Christenddém to röuse themselves from 


their apathy and put an end to.this Intolerable 
state of affairs, whieh threatens with extermina- 
tion thousands and thousands of innocent fellow- 
Christians. 

That we urge upon our government also to do 
everything in its power to preserve the fruits of 
American missionary toil. 

That we express our ardent sympathy with the 
unutterable sufferings of this persecuted race, and 
that we call upon all the people of Christendoin 
to insist that these unutterable sufferings shall 
cease. : 

President Low in his speech said that the 
powers of Europe were to blame for the ex- 
isting state of affairs, and particularly En- 
gland. for it had, after the Crimean war, 
practically guaranteed the protection of 
Christians in Turkey. 

Speeches were also made by Dr. William 
II. Thompson, the Rev. Dr. John Hall. 
and the Rev. Charlies W. E. Boyd. ° 

Letters of regret were read from Gov. 
Morton, Chauncey Depew, and others.

AMERICAN MILLIONS JEOPARDIZED 
BY THE CUBAN TORCH. 


Gen. Gomes Is to Destroy Every Estate 
Whose Owner Tries te Make Sugar 
This Winter—Laberers Who Take 
Part Are te Be Treated as Traitors 
and Shot—Gen. Campos to Make a 
Vigorous Opposition to This Project 
of the Insurgents.

Havana, Ciba, Nov. 21.—{Copyrighted, 
1895, by the Press Publishing Company, New 
York World. American sugar property in 
Cuba, worth $20,000,000, is jeopardized by 
Gen, Maximo Gomez's recent order to de- 
stroy every estate whose owner tries to 
make sugar this winter. Consul-General 
Williams, who has been in the sugar busi- 
ness in Cuba or in close touch ‘with it, for 
more than forty years, thinks that estimate 
is not too high. Gomez's order is, in part, 
as follows: 

Art. 1. Plantations will be totally destroyed, 
cane fields and houses of the inclosures burned, to- 
gether with the railroad lines. 

Art. 2. Any laborer lending his aid to the sugar 
manufacturers shall be considered 4 traitor to 
the country, as we must cut off these fountains 
of résoufce to the enemy. 

Art. 3. Any person caught in flagrante delictu, 
or who is known to break Art. 2, will be shot. 

The bulk of the sugar property in Santa 
Clara is owned by foreign capital. The 
Cuban owners hold more than the Spaniards. 


Americans“ Estates in Peril.

CONGRESS ASKED TO ACT PROMPTLY 


Philadelphians Favor Immediate Ree- 
eognition of Cuba. 
Philadelphia, Pa., Nov. 21.—The strongest 
and most outspoken expressions of sympa- 
thy for Cuba yet made in this city were 
heard at a meeting in the Academy of Music 
under the auspices of the Philadelphia Bri- 
gade and in aid of their Antietam Monu- 
ment Fund, The speakers were Gov. Mat- 
thews of Indiana, Gen, Gonzalio de Quesada, 
Secretary of the revolutionary party in the 
United States, and Capt. W. W. Ker, owner 

of the steamer Laurada. 

Resolutions were adopted calling upon 
Congress, immediately after convening, to 
request President Cleveland to recognize 
the Cuban republic without delay. Gen. 
Palma, Minister Plenipotentiary of the Cu- 
han republic, and a number of prominent 
local Cubans were present. 


Speech of Gov. Matthews. 

Gov. Matthews of Indiana when intro- 
duced said in part: ar 

am not ef those who would weigh the 
doubt that the Cubans may not be prepared 
for self or free government. Home govern- 
ment is the very foundation of national lib- 
erty and independence, and becomes strong 
when its privileges are exercised. It would 
at least be difficult to conceive that any 
mode of government could be worse for 
Cuba than that which she would now 
spurn. Nor is the question of annexation 
to be considered at this time, nor whether 
Cuba may place another star upon the blue 
field of our national flag. It is the purer, 
more unselfish question of national liberty, 
of human rights, and of broad humanity. 

“We are here as American citizens, lov- 
ing freedom for itself, to reaffirm our faith 
in American liberty by expressing a warm 
sympathy for a people coming up out of the 
land of Egypt ane out of the house, of bond- 
age. There may be some today who doubt 
the propriety of giving voice to this sym- 
pathy for fear it might offend or violate 
some international courtesy. Was Spain 
restrained by delicate scruples when in the 
early days of our great civil strife she in- 
terposed? The American citizen who could 
quench the burning sympathy in his heart 
for the oppressed and down-trodden must 
needs be oblivious to the principles for

On the conclusion of 
this war he was appointed equerry to the 
Prince Consort and after his Royal High- 
ness’ death he proceeded to Canada, where 
he commanded a battalion of the Grenadier 
Guards. April 8, 1870, he was appointed 
Private Secretary to her Majesty the Queen, 
and in October, 1878, was made Keeper of 
the Privy Purse.

CIVIC FEDERATION WILL CALL A 
CONFERENCE NEXT WEEK. 


Central Committee Announces the 

Plan — Mayor Swift, Controller 
Wetherell, and Joseph D. Weeks 
Wilt Attend—Report Opposing Con- 
tract System of Street Cleaning— 
Methods of Relief for the Deserv- 
ing Poor of This City. |

ation heard many reports at its November 
meeting at the Palmer House last night.

Report of Subeommittees. 

With President Baker in the chair the 
meeting proceeded, after the transaction of 
the usual routine work, to the consideration 
of reports from its various sub¢ommittees. 

An invitation to the annual meeting of the 
National Civil Service Reform League «at 
Washington, D. C., Dec. 13, was accepted 
for two delegates to be nominated by the 
Chairman. 9 

Miss Ada C. Sweet mad® a verbal report, 
which was adopted, for the Municipal com- 
mittee. She said a subcommittee of three 
had called on Mayor Swift and Commission- 
er Kent as to the care and cleaning of the 
sterets, now the Civie Federation had ceased 
its work. In response to Commissioner 
Kent’s request the federation had turned 
over its outfit of street cleaning apparatus 
to the city authorities, 

The pity is,“ said Miss Sweet, the city 
has no funds to carry on the work 80 
thoroughly and so well inaugyrated by Mr. 
Selfridge’s committee. The appropriation 
of $250,000 is exhausted. In fact $133,000 
had been spent before the fisca? year began 
last April. We can't hope for streets as

them, though the city will do the best it 
can. It has done well, Fifty men are now 
at work. . 

“We must combine to urge a liberal ap- 
propriation for next year, and most reso- 
lutely must we demand the abandonment

We want an 
economical business service, and hope to get 
it next year.”’ a 


Union of City and County, 

Sydney C. Eastman presented the report 
of a committee on the question of the con- 
solidation of the city and county govern- 
ment. le said: The matter under con- 
sideration. is too stupendous and important 
for so recently appointed.a committee to 
be ready to report. There is little opposi- 


tlon to and immense interest in the project. 


It is a matter for careful investigation. 
The reform and simplification we desire has 
been effected in Philadelphia and St. Louis. 
Chicago may well give close attention to 
the subject.”’ 

Miss Sheehan presentéd a report from the 

Philanthropic. committee. It was in ses- 
sion yesterday afternoon, with Mrs. Potter 
Palmer in the chair. The first Thursday of 
each month has been selected as the day of 
The offices of the Bureau of 
Charities have been removed.to the First 
National Bank Building, next door to the 
offices of the Civic Federation, and plans are 
being formed for the best use of the $5,000 
contributed to the bureau by the Civic Fed- 
eration. 
Prot. Henderson then introduced Drz 
Ayers, the new Secretary of the Bureau of 
Charities, in a characteristic speech. re- 
mising that 200 relief agencies, as well as 
thousands of private individuals in Chica- 
go, expended $2,000,000 annually in charity. 
Prof. Henderson argued the necessity of or- 
ganization in relief methods. It was a mat- 
ter of economy to have good plans and an 
expert Superintendent. Such an expert was 
the new Superintendent of the Bureau of 
Charities, Dr. Ayers of Cincinnati, whom 
he then introduced to the meeting. 


Dr. Ayers’ Reply. 

Dr. Ayers made a modest and interesting 
reply to the welcome extended to him. He 
said: Twenty-six years ago Jolin Ruskin, 
Octavia Hill, and the Rev. Charles Kings- 
ley organized the charities of London. The 
were inspired by the example of Elberfeld, 
in Germany, by the gentle efforts of St. 
Vincent de Paul in Paris, and the wonderful 
work of Thomas Chalmers in Glasgow. I 
trust next year to welcome here C. S. Lock, 
the Secretary of that wonderful society. 

“We want the enforcement of the law as 
regards the poor. We must remove the pro- 
fessional vagrant from our streets. His 
whines or his threats must not persuade us 
to bribe him. We must tone upthe poor. It 
will take a vast expenditure of loving kind- 
ness, but it is a noble and even a godly work 
to which you have called me. I cheerfully 
accept the trust.“ 

Then Miss Sweet reported for the Munici- 
pal Committee on Taxation recommending 
a conference at which the city officials and 
experts could be present. The report was 
adopted by unanimous vote. 

Mr. Griefstadt presented a verbal and 
informal report of the Industrial committee. 
It dealt with the bondage of 7,000 waiters 
and thé abuses they suffered. The men had 
perforce to go to certain saloons to get posi- 
tions. Then the position depended on the 
weekly amounts which had to be paid to the 
saloonkeeper and the headwaiter. It was 
proposed to establish a waiters’ bureau to 
remedy matters. The sum of $300 was need- 
ed to start, and this the committee asked the 
federation to lend to the waiters. No ques- 
8 union or non-union‘ labor was in- 
volved. 


Sympathy, Not Money, Finally. 

The proposition evoked much discussion. 
It was feared many such applications would 
be made if this sum was voted. In addition 
to this the question arose as to what control

EFFICIENCY OF THE LIFE SAVERS. 


Report of the General Superintendent 
on the Last Year’s Work. 

From the report of the General Superin- 
tendent of the Life-Saving Service, which 
has just been made public, it appears the 
establishment comprises 251 stations, of 
which 184 are on the Atlantic, thirteen on 
the Pacific, fifty-three on the lakes, and one 
at the Falls of the Ohio, at Louisville, Ky. 
The cost of the maintenance of the service 
was $1,345,324.40. During the year the 
number of disasters to documented vessels 
was 483, and the number of vessels totally 
lost was seventy-three. On board these ves- 
sels were 5,402 persons, of whom 5,382 were 
saved and twenty lost. Shipwrecked per- 
sons to the number of 308 received succor at 
stations, to whom in the aggregate 2,252 
days’ relief was afforded. The value of the 
vessels involved was estimated at $8,001,275, 
and that of the cargoes at $2,645,960, mak- 
ing a total of $10,647,235, of which $9,145,085 
whs saved and $1,502,150 lost. 

In addition there were 192 casualties to 
small craft, on board of which were 421 per- 
sons, of whom 415 were saved and six lost. 
The value of the property involved in these 
casualties was $77,940, of which $75,180 was 
saved and $2,760 lost. | 

The life-saving crews were also instru- 
mental in saving the lives of 110 persons 
who might otherwise have lost their lives 
through such accidents as falls from 
wharves and piers. 

Vessels in danger of loss to the number of 
379, valued with their cargoes at $3,561,065, 
were saved by the action or with the as- 
sistance of the life-saving service; 181 other 
vessels in distress received minor services, 
and 240 vessels were warned from danger 
by the signals of the patrolmen. 

Investigations made into the détails of 
every shipwreck involving loss of life have 
satisfied the department that the fatalities 
were impossible of prevention and that the 
conduct of the crews was equal to the re- 
quirements of their duty on every occasion. 
The number of disasters that came within 
the scope of the service's efforts exceeded 
that of any previous year by 79. The pro- 
portion of lives lost, however, is less than 
that of any previous year except 1833, and 
the proportion of loss of property less than 
that of any year since 18344. 

New stations which, at the date of the last 
report, had been partly equipped or in course 
of construction at Duluth, Minn,, Ports- 
mouth, N. C., and at Seven Mile Beach, near 
Avalon, N. J., have since been completed 
and put in commission. The old station at 
the mouth of the Chicago River, which was 
used as an adjunct of the new station at 
Jackson Park, is now a fully manned and 
fully equipped station. There are also new 
stations at Bailey’s Harbor and Plum ISI 
and, Wis., on Lake Michigan. 

Complaint is made by the General Super- 
intendent that the action of the last Con- 
gress fixing $1,600 as the salary for all Su- 
perintendents works injustice, as it reduces 
eight from $1,800 while increasing four from 
$1,500. He holds that $1,800 is none too large 
for any of these officers, except one whose 
district has only two life-saving stations, 
and cites hoe fact thag bonds of from $10,- 
000 to $50,000 must be Furnished by them as 
proof of the great importance of their re-

NO MONEY TO REPAIR BRIDGES. 


and May 


Two-thirds of This Year's Appropria-~ 
tion Used Last Year. 

It is not likely anything will be done toward 
repairing the defective bridges and viaducts 
before next spring. Commissioner Kent 
said yesterday he would ask the Council for 
an additional appropriation, and matters 
must remain at a standstill until after the 
annual allowance is made. 

Mayor Swift said: I have known for some 
time of the deplorable condition of many of 
the bridges and viaducts, but what could we 
do about it? There was no money to spend 
on them. The previous administration used 
moneys appropriated for bridge and viaduct 
repairs in other directions. The only thing 
we can do under the circumstances is simply 
to close each bridge and viaduct when it be- 
comes unsafe and keep it closed until we 
get money to repair it. 

The preceding administration managed 
to spend two-thirds of the appropriation for 
this year before it went out of business. 
How it was done or for what purpose I have 
not been able to find out. It has long been a 
puzzle to me.“ 

The appropriation for this year was 8189, 
700. When Supt. Garretson took charge of 
the department in April he found only about 
$60,000 available. All the workmen engaged 
in making repairs have been laid off. 


MONEY FOR A LONG ABSENT SON. 


Will of Josiah R. Pye Proves an Inter- 
esting Document, 


The will of Joseph R. Pye was admitted 
to probate yesterday. The estate is valued 
at $17,500. Of this amount $2,000 is left for 
Joseph R. Pye, a son of the decedent, who 
has not been heard of for more than twenty 
years. This money is to be held for twenty 
years in hopes he will appear. 

If Joseph is alive he is the only heir-at-law 
left by Josiah R. Pye. He ran away from 
home, and, it is supposed, went to the war. 
His father heard from him indirectly. 
Among other things he heard his son mar- 
ried a Southern lady, who had borne him a 
daughter. This young woman, who is the 
reputed heir to Josiah R. Pye’s estate, now 
lives in South Carolina. 

Mr. Pye was never inclined to recognize 
her as his granddaughter, but made the 
provision she should«receive the income 
from the $2,000 left for his son, in case Jo- 
seph was not heard from. The South Caro- 
lina girl will be allowed an opportunity to 
prove her claim as an heir. 


POLICE THINK SHE WAS MURDERED. 


Annie Anderson Found Dead Under 
Suspicious Circumstances. 

Annie Anderson, known to the police as 
“Swedish Annie,“ was found dead in her 
room at No. 18 Clark street yesterday morn- 
ing. The body lay in a heap on the bed, on 
her neck were dark blue marks, and a rope 
with a noose in it dangled from a gas pipe. 

Policemen who found the body think the 
woman was strangled. Dr. Mitchell, who 
made an examination, says she died from 
drink and fatty degeneration of the heart.

STEPS TO BAR OUT DIPHTHERIA. 


Health Department Makes Additions 
to the Immunizsing Force. 

Health Commissioner Kerr yesterday au- 
thorized the appointment of special physi- 
cians in every district where diphtheria 
seems to be raging to give the disease their 
undivided attention. The appointing was 
given over to Dr. Murdoch. He named Drs. 
W. R. Jaques, Rosa Engleman, George H. 
Krieger, L. J. Walker, O. Girard, and L. 
McFarland as his assistants, They have all 
had experience in administering anti-toxin. 

According to such information as has been 
furnished Commissioner Kerr the increase 
of diphtheria of last month is still main- 
tained, and if it should be allowed to con- 
tinue, as is usually the case during the win- 
ter months, it might compel the closing of the 
schocls, as has been done in many other 
towns and cities. 

“A year ago,” he said, “there was little 
that could be done to prevent this calamity. 
Up to that ime a Health Department could 
do no more with diphtheria to check its 
spread or reduce its death rate than it can 
now do with pneumonia, for example, which 
the records of the department show causes 
twice as many deaths every year on the 
average as diphtheria. There is as yet no 
method of immunizing against pneumonia,

His manager, Edward B. allup, 
spent the afternoon looking after the safety 
of Mr. Springer’s other buildings, of which 
he has three besides the ones burned, valued 
at $750,000.

At No. 196 South Canal street is located 
the large manufacturing building in which 
Mr. Springer has his large suite of offices. 

Many Lose Employment. 

The fire has probably thrown out of em- 
ployment 1,000 girls, boys, and men. In the 
Banner Waist company's factory upwards 
of 500 girls, who operated sewing-machines 
did cutting, and sewed by hand, are now 
without positions. The Lloyd company em- 
ployed fifty machine hands, the Shober & 
Carqueville Lithographing company 100 lith- 
ographers and printers, the Emmerich com- 


pany, where the fire started, twenty-five | 


workers in feathers and pillow- makers. 
Other factories in the buildings had from 
20 to 50 men and boys who will now have to 
geek work elsewhere. 

Miss Annie Shaffhauser, who is one of the 
forewomen who had charge of 500 girls in 
the employ of Strauss, Eisendrath & Drom 
on the sixth floor of the building, was seen 
at her home, No. 252 Blue Island avenue, 
last night. The first alarm of fire on our 
fioor,”” sald Miss Shaffhauser, “was given 
by a girl in the rear end of the room, Im- 
mediately there was great excitement, but 
I managed to quiet the giris by telling them 
there was no danger. After considerable 
work I got them started down-stairs and we 
all ran to the street. 

“The fire spread so rapidly that some of 
the girls lost their hats and cloaks. In going 
down-stairs one of the new girls sprained 
an ankle and was helped to the street by 
her companions. 

“As we were going down-stairs the girls 
in the hat factory became much frightened 
as they had not received the alarm and they 
did not escape until several minutes after 
our girls reached the street. Some of them 
ran down-stairs, but most of them were 
taken down in the elevators.” 

Not until 6 o’clock had the fire béen so far 
overcome that any of the fire engine com- 
panies could be spared, and upwards of a 
dogen engines as well as the fire tug were 
kept busy playing on the still burning ruins 
to a late hour last night. 

History of the Excelsior Building. 

The Excelsior Block was built in 1890 by 
Architect H. J. Lehman at a cost of 5200, 000. 
In the following year an addition was built 
on the south side at a cost of $70,000. The 
entire block was rented to manufacturing 
concerns. 

Since July 15, 1895, a bill for a foreclosure 
of a mortgage on the Excelsior Block has 
been pending in the United States Circuit 
Court. It was brought by the administra- 
tors of the estate of John McCullough, late 
of Pittsburg, Pa. The mortgage was for 
$275,000,. money loaned for the erection of 
the building. The property was originally 
owned by Hibbert J. Lehman. 

In March, 1800, the latter made the loan 
for the purpose of erecting the building. 
About the time of its completion in the fall 
of 1890 Warren S. Springer bought the prop- 
erty from Lehman. In the bill filed for a 
foreclosure the administrators alleged that 
repairs had been made a year or two pre- 
vious and some twenty contractors failing 
to receive all of the money due them had ob- 
tained mechanics’ liens in the Cook County 
courts. to an amount aggregating $16,000, 
and were threatening to fo ose the same. 
Default in the payment of the interest was 
alleged, and the comp that 
they were keeping up the insurance in order 
to protect the mor but the amount of 
the insurance carri was rot set forth. 
Pleas have been filed by the defendants, in- 
cluding the holders of the mechanics’ liens, 
alleging the jurisdiction of the local courts 
to order a sale, but no hearing has yet been 
had on the issue. 


HEAVY LOSSES TO INSURANCE MEN. 


Estimated the Amount on Destroyed 
Buildings Aggregates $500,000. 

Insurance companies doing business in 
Chicago will be heavy losere by the fire. An 
estimate was made last night by one firm in 
La Salle street that the total insurance on 
the destroyed bulldings would reach $500,000. 
Of this amount it was thought $50,000 was 
held by Lloyds and mutuals. 

The extreme northern und southern se:c- 
tions of the Excelsior Building were fur- 
nished with sprinkler equipments, which, 
however, failed to be of much service in ar- 
resting the progress of the fire.

REVIVAL OF AN OLD STATUTE THAT 
PLEASES LANDLORDS. 


Appellate Court Holds That Mopey Due 


from a Tenant May Be Collected on 
Confession of Judgment on Leases 
When the Amount of the Rent Is a 
Stipulated Sum Per Month—Decis- 
‘fon Will Embarrass Dishonest 
Leaseholders. 
Landlords in Chicago can collect their 
rent by confession of judgment on a lease. 
This is the decision handed down by the Ap- 


pellate Court of Illinois in the appealed case 
of L. B. Mantonya against Frank E. Scott, | 
which went up from Judge Gibbons’ court. |. 


The Appellate Court held that when an in- 
stallment of rent becomes due it is a debt 
bona fide and clearly covered by the statutes, 
which are broad enough to cover leases 
when the amount of rent for the term and 
of the several installments is clearly fixed 
and the times when the several instaliments 
become due is definitely stated in the cove- 
nant for rent, 


The effect of the decision will be to revive 
the practice of confession of judgment on 
leases where the amount of rent is a stipu-

Once the Prevailing Custom. 


The manner in which confession of judg- 
ment on a lease dropped into disuse in Cook 
County is curious considering such action 
is clearly permitted under the statutes and 
was once the practice before Cook County 
courts. It was the custom in this county 
for many years to put a judgment clause in 
a lease, just as it is in amote allowing con- 
fession of judgment for installments of rent. 
Four years ago the Supreme Court decided 
that judgment could not be collected on that 
form of lease because the amount of rent 
for the term was not definite and included 
not only monthly payments of money but 
also all water rates and gas bills accruing 
on the property. Through this decision the 
custom of collecting installments on a rent 
lease by confession of judgment dropped 
into disuse and real estate men and land- 
lords thought they were no longer entitled 
to this remedy. 

The case which served to restore the scope 
and power of the statute was a suit brought 
by L. B. Mantonya against Frank E. Scott 
for rent installments due on the residence 
property rented by Scott of Mantonya at 
No. 374 Dearborn avenue. 


Benefit to Landlords. 


Mantonya decided to make a test case of 
the matter, and, instead of suing Scott or 
instituting proceedings to oust his tenant, 
secured a confession of judgment on the 
lease before Judge Gibbons. The case was 
taken by the defendant up to the Appellate 
Court of the First District and the decision 
of the lower court affirmed. } 

The importance of the decision is that 
confession of judgment by warrant of at- 
torneys is a great convenience in avoiding 
the tedious delays of litigation and as a 
means of cutting off trivial defenses. Other- 
wise a ténant who wished to get rid of his 
lease could put his landlord to the tedious 
delays of an ordinary suit every time his 
rent came due, and in the congested condi- 
tion of the business of some of our courts, 
and the necessity of Judges to whom cases 


are assigned sitting in the Criminal Court, 


consume months of time before judgment 
could be secured against him.

BISHOP, SAYS WAGNE] ER IS A BAD MAN. 


St. Joseph Eix-Priest } Is Charged with 
Stealing Church Money. 

St. Joseph, Mo., Nov. 21.—{Special.]—Bish- 
op Burke and several priests were on the 
witness stand today to tell how bad a man 
ex-Priest Wagener, until recently pastor of 
St. Mary’s Parish, has been, and incidental- 
ly to secure if possible his conviction on the 
charge of embezzlement of church funds. 

Contrary to all laws of the Catholic Church 
Wagener was permitted to control large 
sums of church funds. Bishop Burke denied 
he had excommunicated Wagener, but the 
priest had excommunicated himself when 
in order to escape prosecution he married 
Maude Steidel. 

When Wagener entered the monastery at 
Conception in 1881 he took a vow of absolute 
poverty, but since he has been in St. Joseph 
he has accumulated about $10,000. to his good. 

Bishop Burke testified he had detected 
Wagener, who held out $1,040 of church 
money, which was sent to the priest’s 
brother-in-law, Adolph Elandt, in Chicago. 

Judge Culver tonight ordered the jury to 
return a verdict of acquittal on the charge 
against Wagner of embezzlement. The 
court took occasion to remark that although 
the ex-priest is morally guilty, yet he could 
not be convicted under the law. Wagner 
was remanded to jail and will now be tried 
for abduction.

BOYCOTTED BY KNIGHTS OF LABOR. 


Wanamaker and St. Louis Breweries 
Come Under the Ban. 

Washington; D. C., Nov. 21.—An effort was 
made today by the Knights of Labor to dis- 
cover how the news of the row which led to 
General Master Workman Sovereign’s res- 
ignation yesterday leaked out, and the 
criminations and recriminations became so 
bitter - that the Press committee of the as- 
sembly resigned in a body.

A boycott of the es- 
tablishment of Wanamaker & Brown and 
John Wanamaker of Philadelphia was or- 
dered upon the representation that those 
companies compelled 1,600 women and girls 
employed by them to become members of 
a beneficial association in which the mem- 
‘bers had no control. 

A boycott asked of six separate assem- 
blies was indorsed against the beer output 
of breweries controlled by English syndi- 
cates in St. Louis, Pittsburg, Omaha, and 
Philadelphia, and also against breweries 
which employ non-union men. The General 
Assembly also voted a boycott asked for by 
District Assembly No. 49 of New York 
against Kane, McCaffrey & Co. of New 
York for alleged unfair treatment of labor. 
The question of boycotting the Lorillard To- 
bacco company will be decided tomorrow. 


WANT TO BUY THE WATER POWER. 


Broad Scheme to Control the Lower 
Fox River. 

Appleton, Wis., Nov. 21.—[Special.]—An 
important meeting of the manufacturers 
and the owners and users of water power 
on this river, from Neenah to Depere, will 
be called within a few days.

Tue City of New Orleans is about sixteen 
feet above the level of the water surface in 
the Gulf of Mexico, and in the space of 
twelve years this difference of level has 
diminished one foot. Either the land is 
sinking or the gulf is rising, or both, and it 
is evident that if the same rate of change 
should continue for the next two centuries 
the land on which the City of New Orleans 
is built would disappear from the map. 
These points are stated by the Picayune ot 
that city, and stated correctly. But it adds 
that there has been little change of level in 
the last five years, and this lends support to 
the conclusion stated in Tu TRIBUNE afew 
days ago that there is little danger of such 
disappearance, at least in the comparative- 
ly near future. It seems that the sinking of 
the land at New Orleans is the result of 
slow compression of the material which was 
brought down by tlie Mississippi and depos- 
ited there in a long course of ages, the 
shrinking into a lesser thickness being due 
to gravitation of superincumbent soil, which 
caused a squeezing out of the water origi- 
nally contained in the deposit, Of course 
this process has a limit, and students of the 
situation think the limit of compression will 
have been reached when the difference of 
level is a considerable part of the sixteen 
feet which now marks the elevation of New 
Orleans above the average level of the gulf 
waters. 


BRITISH RESPONSIBILITY FOR TURKEY. 

In fixing the responsibility for the Turk- 
ish persecution of the Armenian and other 
Christians the Tories of England cannot 
escape taking their full share. England 
has repeatedly been upon the wrong side 
owing to the Tory jealousy of Russia and 
to their policy of upholding the Ottoman 
Empire in Europe. As far back as 1844, 
when Ozar Nicholas proposed that the Eu- 
ropean powers should partition the Turkish 
Empire and expel the brutal Turks from 
Europe, it was England's Tory jealousy of 
the supposed designs of Russia upon Con- 
stantinople that led to the rejection of the 
proposition and kept the cruel, treacherous, 
Christian-hating Mohammedans in u- 
rope. 

Ten ears later Turkey, having rejected 
Russia’s claim to a protectorate over the 
Christians in the empire belonging to the 
Greek faith, and the latter insisting upon 
her demand, Turkey declared war against 
Russia, and, under the absurd plea that 
Turkey must have her independence main- 
tained, Great Britain and France became 
allies and fought Russia in the Crimean 
war. Had it aot been for this alliance Rus- 
sia would have punished Turkey for the 
barbarities to the Greek Christians and 
strippeil her of Armenia, but the odds were 
too great. Russia was shut out from the 
sea. She had no railroads leading to Se- 
bastopol, but had te march her army and 
carry supplies and munitions of war many 
hundreds of. wiles over bad interior roads. 
She fought at an immense disadvantage and 
was finally exhausted. Instead of punish- 


: ing the horrible Turks and partitioning 


their empire Russia made the best terms she 
could. She exchanged with Turkey a strip 
of Besserabia adjacent to che mouth of the 
Danube. Her protectorate over the Danu- 
bian principalities was rciinquished and 
they were placed under the protection of the 
European powers, and the Black Sea was 
neutralized. The peace was soon followed 
by treacherous Turkish atrocities in Syria, 
and the tyranny of the Sultan became so 
unbearable that mutterifigs of revolution 
were: heard in Servia, Bosnia, Montenegro, 
and Crete. This was the outcome of En- 
gland’s maintenance of the “ independ- 
ence of the Turkish Empire and-her re- 
fusal to accept the proposition of Czar Nich- 
olas to drive the villainous Turks out of 
Europe. 

In 1875 another crisis was reached. Be- 
cause the Danubian principalities were not 
sufficiently subservient to Turkish despot- 
ism the unspcakable Turk began a fresh 
series of murderous atrocities in Bulgaria. 
Bosnia, Herzegovina, Servia, and Montene: 
gro were speedily in revolt. Turkey sought 
to suppress them by fire and sword, but 
Russia came to the help of her fellow Greek 
Church religionists. The Bulgarian mas- 
sacres had been so horrible that England 
was compelled to remain neutral while the 
Czar punished the Sultan. She came to Tur- 
key's relief later under the Premiership of 
the Tory Disraeli. 

The Turks were soon defeated and driven 
back to the walls of Constantinople. Then 
England stepped in to protect them and the 
Tory Disraeli called a meeting of the Eu- 
ropean powers at Berlin to frame a treaty, 
Prince Bismarck presiding. The terms 
were made us easy as possible for the cut- 
throat Turks. Roumania, Servia, and Mon- 
tenegro were given their independence. 
The administration of Bosnia and Herze- 
govina was conferred upon Austria. Bul 
garia north of the Balkans was made an 
autonomous principality and Bulgaria 
south of the Balkans was made into the 
Province of “ Eastern Roumelia,” the two 
being subsequently united in 1885 under 
one government. Janina and Thessaly 
were given to Greece and Cypress to En- 
gland. Russia, which had carried on the 
war, received back the Besserabian strip she 
lost after the Crimean war and the cities 


But, 
thanks to Kngland’s jealousy of Russia,

MR. HESING’S SCHEME OF ASSESSMENT. 
Mr. Hesing is a hard worker. Though 
he has a newspaper to run and the affairs 
of a big government Office to look after he 
has found time to write Mayor Swift a 
long letter instructing him on the subject 


of assessment and taxation. 2 


In that letter he says he believes that 
there is in this city today not less than a 
hundred million dollars’ worth of property, 
real and personal, which does not appear 
anywhere on the Assessors’ books.” 

There is a good many millions’ worth of 
real estate which is not assessed or taxed 
because it belongs to religious and charita- 
ble institutions, which the law exempts 
from taxation. If any belonging to pri- 
‘vate persons is not listed Mr. Hesing should 
give its location if he knows it. There can- 
not be much of it. 

But what is the personal property he re- 
fers to? He does not describe it, nor do 
any of those persons who complain con- 
stantly that there are tens of millions of 
personal property in this city which escape 
taxation. a 

There may be a hundred millions of cap- 
ital in this city in the form of book accounts 
or due bills for goods sold by our manu- 
facturers to dealers in both the city and 
country. There are other millions of notes 


held for real and personal property sold on 


credit. But the property itself does not 
escape taxation. There are notes given for 
borrowed money by men who have put up 
buildings or made other improvements 
with the borrowed money. Those buildings 
and those improvements are taxed, how- 
ever. 

Then what would the consequences be 
of levying a tux on the notes as well as the 
new buildings and improvements which the 
loaned money created? Would that not be 
double taxation? And would not the inev- 
ita ble effect be that the lehd er would recoup 
himself by charging higher interest to the 
amount of the taxes exacted from him on 
his note? | 

Would that be for the benefit of borrow- 
ers and enterprising men improving their 
property? Would not the resulting conse- 
quence of the touble taxation on the debtor 
class be very injurious to them and harm 
the whole community by its oppressive ef- 
fects on enterprise and employment of la- 
bor? Mr. Hesing should be able to see the 
mischief it would do. 

Mr. Hesing wants the Boston plan of 
assessment adopted by Chicago. He esti- 
mates that by assessing everything at a 
forced sale vulue it would raise the taxa- 
ble valuations of Chicago from 250 to 1,000 
millions of dollars. The 2 per cent tax for 
general city purposes now produces some- 
thing less than five millions of dollars; but 
‘a 2 per cent tax on the Hesing value would 
raise 20 millions of taxes. 

The Drainage Board would also get four 
times as much money on 1.000 millions of 
‘taxable valuation as on 250 millions. In- 
stead of a little under four millions it would 
-obtain fifteen millions of taxes per year as 
long as any pretext could be found for 
spending it. | 

The County Government is now limited 
to a tax of 75 cents on the assessment, but 
increase that assessment fourfold and the 
people would have to “fork over” four 
times as much taxes for the liberal County 
Board to squander. 

»The three vark boards would secure 
quadruple as much taxes from their per 
cents as e the present ussessment, and 
would find-means of spending it. The Li- 
brary Board would also come in for a big 
slice of increased taxation. 

Then the city, county, and Drainage 
Board could issue between them additional 


millions of new bonds. 

Under this generous assessment scheme 
the taxpayers would be bled till they stag- 
gered. Under it the value of their property 
would decline till the “forced cash as- 
sessment would shrink to a good deal under 
the 1,000 millions of valuation. Mayor 
Swift may be depended upon to sit down on 
any such scheme of general confiscation 


for the enrichment of tax-eaters, contract- 
ors, and booidlers. 


THE INTER-STATE BOARD ASKING FOR 
ADDITIONAL POWERS. 

The members of the Inter-State Com- 
merce Commission are reported to be hop- 
ing that during the coming session Congress 
will inerease the powers of their organiza- 
tion. They now profess to be unable to 
» enforce any orders they may make, enforce- 
ment resting with the courts. Testimony 
taken before the commission is only given 
as in a preliminary hearing. It must. be 
taken over again by the court, unless the 
case be dropped. The commission wishes 
that its findings of facts shall be accepted 
‘by the courts, or at least shall have the 
force of a master’s report in a Federa 
court. It also wishes for power to fix maxi- 
mum rates. At present the railroad officials 
contend that the commission may say a 
named rate is unreasonable, but has no 
power to decide what would be a reasonable 
rate under stated circumstances. The 
commission finds itself especially weak in 
its present power to deal with offenders 
against the long and short haul provisions 
of the act. On these and some other points 
its members profess to hope for such 
changes in the law as will aid them in the 
successful prosecution of the work with 
which they are charged on behalf of the 
people. The commission is understood to be

But in order to that end it would) 
be necessary to get rid of the nerveless Bor 
rison and the railroad sympathizer Knapp, 
with perhaps one or two of the others who 
have distinguished themselves only by 
showing “how not to do it.“ If these were 
replaced by good, active men, anxious to en- 
force the law for the public good, the con- 
ferring of the additional power might bene- 
fit the people very much. Otherwise there 
is little hope of any resulting benefits. 


STANDING ON HIS DIGNITY. 

The Atlanta Journal makes a note of the 
fact that Gov. Atkinson did not participate 
in the Georgia day exercises at the exposi- 
tion, and that a ruction has grown out of it, 
The exposition directors are very much sur- 
prised and the Governor is standing on his 
dignity because he says he was not invited. 
The dignity of the Governor of Georgia has 
stood very much in his way ever since the 
fair opened.

The trunk lines between New York and 
the West have made public their pooling or 
rate-regulating agreement, which is to go 
into force on the ist of January. There- 
after a board of managers will recommend 
from time to time such changes in freight 
and passenger rates as “it may deem rea- 
sonable.”

Itis announced ostentatious- 
ly that the purpose of this agreement is “to 
establish and maintain reasonable and just 
rates” from the Wall street standpoint, 
and “prevent unjust discrimination,” and 
that “the powers conferred upon the man- 
agers shall not be construed in any way 80 
as to permit a violation of the inter-State 
‘commerce laws.” | 

It is the intention of the roads, as soon as 
Congress meets, to apply to it for power to 
maintain the “pool rates.“ They will re- 


introduce the bill legalizing pooling which | 


was passed by the House in the last Con- 
gress, but which did not come to a vote in 
the Senate for some reason. 

Tue railroads will press this measure with 
even more earnestness than they did when 
it was up in the last Congress. They want 
higher rates than ever, and they want the 
assistance of Congress in keeping them up 


on the people.

“All right,“ acquiesced Brown, and the 
party started for Kelly’s. Arriving there 
Brown refused to give up his gun, although 
Creveling begged him tg do so for nearly an 
hour. 

Let's get in a carriage,” said Brown, 
“and go somewhere and shoot it out at the 
end of a handkerchief.” 

That might do for you,” said Creveling, 
“but I've got a family to look out for. If it’s 
fight you want I'll give it to you.“ 

After three attempts to shoot at Creveling 
Brown was placed under arrest and his gun 
taken away. 

What he’s got against me I don’t know,“ 
said Creveling, unless he’s mad because I 
ruled him off the Kansas City racetrack.

Father of the Prisoner Dies Ten Min- 
uten Before thie Verdict Is An- 
 pouncéd—Insanitiy the Ground on 
Which the Prisoner Is Acquitted— 
Judge Refuses vo Release Him in 
His Present State of Excitement—

New York, Nov. 21.—{Special.]—David 
H. Hannigan was acquitted about mid- 
night tonight of the murder of Solomon H. 
Mann. The verdict was “not guilty” on 
the ground of insanity. 

While the jury wes still deliberating as 
to whether the law should take the life of 
David Hannigan arimther life passed away. 
Five minutes before the ven dict was an- 
nounced in the coul-t-room William Hanni- 
gan, the aged father of the young man who 
avenged his sister’s ruin, died at his home 
while all the menibers of the family were 
in court awaiting the verdict which should 
either deprive thein of or give back to them 
a son and brother. 

For weeks the poor old man has labored 
under a fearful strain while attending the 
son's trial. Twice he passed through the or- 
deal of hearing b.is son arraigned as a mur- 
derer. 

Before he could have had his last hours 
made peaceful bby hearing of his son’s ac- 
quittal he died. The last words the old man 
uttered were a heartrending appeal to let 
him see his son before he died. 

The closing plea of the prosecution and 
the charge of Judge Ingraham to the jury 
occupied the day, and it was 5 o’clock when 
the jurymen retired. 

It was 11 o’diock when the jury returned 
te Meee court-poom and announced its ver- 

ct. 

Attorney Brooke then asked for Hanni- 
gun's release, but the Judge said: 

“I would alniost be guilty of manslaugh- 
ter myself if I should discharge him. I 
think it best tor himself and his family that 
he should be taken care of properly some- 
where until he recovers from the excite- 
. meident to the trial and what may fol- 

Shortly after Justice Ingraham said Han- 
nigan could be taken in the custody of the 
Sheriff to see his father and be brought 
back again to the Tombs. 

When the ‘prisoner left the court he was 
cheered by large crowd.

of Calvert Vaux, the landscape architect, 

who disapypeared on Tuesday from his home 
in Benson)iurst, was found today in Graves- 
end Bay. It will be buried privately in 

Kingston, N. Y. 

Mr. Vaux, who was 71 years old, went for 
a walk on Tuesday afternoon, and, it is 
supposed, fell off the pier in an attack of 
dizziness or faintness. \His son, C. Bowyer 
Vaux, said today that suicide was not to be 
thought of in connection with his father’s 
death. 

There was a bruise on the head, a slight 
cut over the eye, and the hat, spectacles, 
and left shoe were missing. There were no 
indications of violence or of bruises sufficient 
to have caused death, and the possibility of 
murder was not even aug d.

The fact that the company would proba- 
bly make such an issue was given in this 
column last June, but it has since been per- 
sistently denied. There was a meeting of 
the directors of the company on Tuesday of 
the present week, however, and it was de- 
cided to submit the question to the stock- 
holders of the company at the annual mect- 
ing of the company Jan. 15. A jcircular is 
now in the hands of the printers for circula- 
tion among the stockholders announcing the 
fact that the proposition for the new issue 
of stock is to come before the annual meet- 
ing for approval or rejection. The fact that 
it is to be submitted is tantamount. to its 
being accepted, as there is no objection to 
the proposed increase, and on the contrary 
a strong desire for its adaption, as it will 
have an immediate effect upon the value of 
the stock. 

The report of the year to be made at the 
annual meeting will shew that there has 
been an increase of about 20,000 passengers 
a day in the traffic of the road, or an ad- 
ditional revenue of nearly 31,000 a day for 
the twelve months. The report will aiso 
show a decrease in the operating expenses 
of about 7 per cent, as compared with the 
operating expenses of 1894, which were 
66.56 per cent, leaving the operating ex- 
penses in the neighborhood of 60 per cent for 
the year 1895. 

With the money derived from the sale of 
this stock the outstanding bonds ot the com- 
pany will be retired. While the outstand- 
ing issue is $4,619,500 there is now in the 
treasury of the company $250,000 of this 
amount. There is a provision in the bonds 
under which the company may refieem them 
after a certain period, which has now ex- 
pired, upon giving sixty days’ notice in the 
newspapers. It is proposed to absolutely 
retire all this issue and to leave the road 
clear from any kind or sort of indebtedness. 
The $2,000,000 which will be obtained from 
the sale of the bonds to be authorized at the 
next annual meeting in January will retire 
nearly one-half of those now outstanding. 
The call for the retiring of these bonds will 
specify that those numbered from one up 
will be first taken. After the issue of the 
second $2,000,000 in 1897 and the retiring of 
that amount of bonds the ones then out- 
standing will be bought in the market from 
the surplus of the company. 

The stock now pays a quarterly dividend 
of 3 per cent, or a total of 12 per cent a year. 
The earnings are considerably in excess of 
this, however, and the intention is to begin 
paying the same dividends on thé new issue 
as on the old and to make the entire issue a 
12 per cent stock. There is now ,outstand- 
ing $10,000,000 in stock, and with the two in- 
creases which are to be made within the 
next eighteen months there will be à total 
of $14,000,000. During the last ten days 
there have been an unusual number of sales 
of Chicago City, though the total shares 
sold are less than 1,000. These sales have 
been at 300, which is under the price which 
has been obtained for some time. .Of these 
Sales 350 shares were sold for A. J. Singer 
and about as many more for an estate. The 
buying has been for investment, and most 
of it has gone into strong hands. At 300 
many think the stock a bargain, The pur- 
éhaser of 100 shares will be entitled to twen- 
ty shares of the new issue at par. For the 
100 shares he would pay $30,000 and for the 
twenty shares of the additional issue to 
which he would be entitled he would pay 
only $2,000, or a total of $32,000 for the 120 
shares, making the average $266.66. The 
owner will have another opportunity to sub- 
scribe for his pro rata of the issue of the ad- 
ditional $2,000,000 in 1897. There will be 
a quarterly dividend of 3 per cent payable 
in December on the stock now outstanding. 
The present intention is to issue $1,000,000 
of the $2,000,000 of new stock in April and 
the remaining $1,000,000 in June or Jul 
The second issue will not be made un il 
twelve months later. 

The Diamoud Match company has made 
‘contracts with some European manufactur- 
ers for the use of their match-making ma- 
ehines on the payment of royalty. These 
machines, which are covered by patents in 
most of the Eurepean countries, are said 
to be far superior to those now in use in 
Europe. One contract which has been made 
by the Diamond Match company calls for 
the payment to it of $100,000 annually.

ILLINOIS CENTRAL’S POWER IN THE 


SOUTHERN RATE SITUATION. 


Franklin MacVeagh Says Merchants 
Are Equally to Blame with the Rail- 
roads in Not Protecting Chicago’s 


In a communication to Tun Trisunz 
Franklin MaeVeagh says although his in- 
terview published yesterday was as cor- 
rectly printed as perhaps it could be without 
being a verbatim report, yet it was calcu- 
lated to place him in an attitude toward the 


Illinois Central which he did not mean to as- 


sume. What he said was the railroad was in- 
volved, as all others south of the Ohio River 
were, in the general Southern rate situation. 

He also said: “If some north and south line 
like the Illinois Central would take up the 
fight it could break down the barrier.” What 
he did not mean to say was that that railroad 
is “against us in our own State as well as 
below the Ohio.” Mr. MacVeagh further 
says: 

I fully the complexities and dm- 
culties of Chicago's freight complications, and 1 


am in no temper whatever to make charges against 


any particular railroad. I am indeed hopeful that 
all of our railroads are coming to feel the righteous- 
ness of Chicago’s transportation cause, and are 
getting ready to help Chicago toa general equatity 
of railroad opportunity. The merchants certainly 
have done well in holding on with grim tireless- 
ness to the trade that they have once reached. 
But let it be frankly said that they have not done 
their part in protecting their own transportation 
interests; and it would be the height of injustice 
to charge upon one of the railroads the whole 
responsibility for the present deplorable situation. 
A railroad official who with President 

Fish's party made the trip through the 
South recently says he had a talk with E. B. 
Stahlman, who more than anybody else was 
charged with being responsible for the dis- 
crimination practiced against the North. 
Mr. Stahiman said not only was he not re- 
Sponsible for the discrimination, but his 
Sympathies were entirely with the North. 
There is no possible chance, under existing 
circumstances, to secure an eradication of 
the evil. The water competition from New 
York and other Eastern seaboard cities to 
Charleston, Savannah, and New Orleans 
was the cause of the trouble. The distances 
from the seaboard to interior points in the 
South were not one-third of the distance 
from the Ohio River. To meet this water and 
rail competition the all-rail lines from New 
York to the South had to make a low or dif- 
ferential rate for the last ten years. They 

t upon this differential from the rate 
made by the Northern lines, and any rate 
the latter roads were to make would be 
promptly met with lower ones by the South- 
ern roads. 


COMMISSION WANTS MORE POWER. 


Attempt Will Be Made to Secure Legis- 
lation from Congress. 

The Inter-State Commerce Commission is 
eagerly awaiting the assembling of Congress 
in the hopes of securing some legislation 
which tLey regard as necessary for the suc- 


cessfu. prosecution of their work. The com- 


mission has now no power to enforce its 
own orders, but must depend upon the 
courts to do it for them. Testimony taken 
before the commission must all be taken 
over again by the courts, and this fre- 
quently puts the commission to a disadvan- 
tage in matters of procedure. If the com- 
mission makes no mistake in its law, they 
wish their findings of fact to be taken by 
the courts, or at least that their findings 
shall have the force of a master’s report in 
a Federal Court. The commission will try 
to secure such legislation as will enabic 
them to have cases tried upon the same tes- 
timony that is given before them, and in 
this way the trial of cases under the inter- 
State commerce laws may be materially ex- 
pedited. 

Another difference of opinion between the 
commission and the railroad. people, in 
which a little additional legislation may be 
asked for, is the 22 9 by the com- 
mission to fix max m rates. A case is 
now before the Supr — Court in which this 
question is involved. The railroad. people 
contend that the commission may say thata 
rate is unreasonable, but that it has no power 
to say what would be a reasonable rate. 
Upon the matter of pooling, which will 
doubtless come before Congress again, the 
position of the commission is so well under- 
stood through what developed when the Pat- 
terson bill was before the House at its last 
session, as to call for no rehearsal here. The 
division of sentiment in the commission 
which existed then is understood to continue 
still, a part of the commission insisting that 
a provision should be put into any pooling bill 
requiring the submission of pooling arrange- 
ments to the commission for its supervision 
and approval in advance, and the other mem- 
bers objecting to this on the ground that 
approval given before experimental trial 
would have the effect of estopping the com- 
mission from any interference with the ar- 
rangement if parties to it complained that 
it worked inequitably. The old fourth sec- 
tion of the act, relating to the long haul and 
the short haul, is not without its trouble- 
some loopholes, some of which the commis- 
sion will doubtless attempt to guard against 
by further legislation at the coming session 
of Congress.

Home Laundry as a Beginning. 

A woman can best invest a capital of $100 
by starting a small laundry and making a 
specialty of women’s clothing. if she has a 
home she «an have the work done at first in 
her own kitchen, and she will need to ex- 
pend only a few dollars for extra tubs, boil- 
ers, and wiingers. She can hire a strong 
washer-woman to do the heavy work, and a 
boy to deliver packages in a hand-cart. She 
should then fit up a neat, businesslike office, 
and send the boy out during his spare time 
to distribute circulars announcing the new 
business, and she should herself, at first, act 
as solicitor among her friends ana neighbors. 
As the returns in this business are swiftshe 
should fit up a regular laundry room with the 
latest improved machinery as fast as her 
means permitted. 

Another plan is to take an eyening course 
in stenography at a business college at a 
cost of $50 for tuition and $10 for books and 
stationery. When competent she can go 
into business for herself, renting desk-room 
in some office building and paying her rent 
in services and at once pick up considerable 
business from other tenants. She will thus 
be comparatively master of her own time, 
and if ambitious for a professional career 
she can begin the preparatory study during 
her leisure moments.

IN BEHALF OF RUSSIAN WOMEN. 


Mme. Pogosky’s Efforts to Better the 
Cendition of Peasant Women. 

Mme. Alexandrina Lineff Pogosky has 
been visiting Mme. Josefa Humpalzeman at 
Hull House for a few days. Mme. Pogosky 
is the Russian woman who managed the 
beautiful exhibits of embroidery by her 
peasant countrywomen at the Columbian 
Exposition. She is a friend of the Princess 
Marie Schahavskoy, and together with other 
women of prominence in Russia has inter- 
ested herself during the last few years in 
higher grades of work produced by peasant 


women. 

At the Columbian Exposition Mme. Pogos- 
ky was impressed with the fact that Ameri- 
cans knew comparatively little of the ex- 
quisite handiwork of Russian peasant wom- 
en and immediately after its close went to 
Russia and Siberia preparatory to estab- 
lishing headquarters for this work in New 
York. More recently she has been to the 
Atlanta exposition in the interest of the un- 
dertaking and last evening returned to that 
city. 

When seen yesterday afternoon by a re- 
porter for THe TrRisuNE Mme. Pogosky 
spoke enthusiastically of her plans for a 
two-years’ trip to Russia, Siberia, France, 
and Australia in order to extend the work of 
Russian women. 

Mme. Pogosky is typical of the higher 
clags of Russian women. She is tall and 
dignified, with white hair and an intelligent 
face. She declares the Russian new woman 
surpasses the new woman of America, but 
no ‘inducement could tempt her to talk on 
any subject other than her hobby-—the indus- 
trial life of the peasant women. 

It is the wonderful patience of the Rus- 
sian women, she- said, “that makes possi- 
ble the dainty, filmy laces, cloudlike shawls, 
embroideries of rare design in rich fabrics, 
reproductions of Tacquered arts almost 16st, 
and examples of the weavers’ skill, so deli- 
cate that even fairy spinners might envy 
the gossamer texture. There really seems 
to be no limit to the patience they will ex- 
pend over a piece of work, and the pay they 
receive for even the finest lacemaking ‘will 
not amount to more than 10 cents a day in 
American money.“ : 

It is to save these workingwomen from the 
grasping middiemen who travel. from vil- 
lage to village buying various articles and 
reserving a lion's share of profit for them- 
selves that Mme. Pogosky and her cowork- 
ers are particularly interested.
